That Charles A. Weber, 38 years old, 
who up to a short time ngo conducted a 
pool room in Highwood, met with foul 
play in Chicago hist Wednesday, is the fear 
of his brother, John Weber, 779 West Van 
Buren street, Chicago, who lias asked that 
a postmortem bo held over flie remains. 
.The Chicago police have been- asked to find 
a woman in whoso apartments Weber is 
said to have been staying. 

Weber is well l^nown in Waukegan, 
especially with men ongnged in the saloon 
business. For some time, two years ago, 
he was a bartender at the Silver Lako lie* 
sort. Silver Lake, WJb., but Inter moved to 
Highwood where he had operated a pool 
room for some timo past. It is said by 
friends that ho was in the habit of saving 
up a few hundred dollars and then taking 
a trip to Chicago, where he would equunder 
the money very lavishly. 

Friends claim that he went on one of 
these trips to Chicago taking a Inrge 
amount of money with him. He started to 
return homo last Wednesday but it is said 
stopped to call on a woman who is said to 
have lived at 1340 Michigan avenue. 

That sumo day ho was picked up uncon- 
scious by the Chicago police, and removed 
to the Chicago Baptist hospital. He was 
penniless and it is assumed that he had 
been robbed. 

.'Whoever his assailants were, they had 
evidently intended to make a sure job of 
it for Weber's \v juries were of a horrible 
nature. Ilia skull wim fractured and his 
face and body was -pounded almost to a 
jolly. He died Monday afternoon at 4 
o'clock without having gained conscious' 
nesc. 

The hospital physicians reported that he 
had died of an abscess of the stomach but 
this verdict did not suit the urother nnd 
he has asked for a further examination. 
The brother believes that the victim was 
robbed of a large sum of money nnd ho 
wants the woman to be confronted with 
the facts as he thinks that Bhe may known 
something of tho affair. 

Waukegan friends of the victim are 
. much interested in the matter and are 
nnxiious for a solution to bo arrived* at.

Mrs. Little's parents had just moved, 
and wishing to clenn the floors, had pre- 
pared a box of concentrated lye with water 
which having eat a hole in the con and 
cnused it to leak was emptied into a Klaus 
and placed on a low window sill in the 
pantry whero no more was thought about 
it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Little wishing to be of 
assistance to her parentR had gone' to the 
place Fridry to help in tho denning and 
settling. In the evening little Dorothy, 
who had but a moment before been sitting 
on her father's knoe, slipped to the floor 
and unnoticed took one swallow of the 
contents of the glass* The child gave one 
Hcreain nnd immediately went into con- 
vulsions. Tljo agonized parents did all in 
their power and a physician was hastily 
summoned but to no avail for so bad .was 
the "child's mouth, throat and stomnch 
burned that she passed away Saturday 
morning after about fifteea hours of un- 
told suffering. • 

The remains were brought to this place 
on the three fifteea train Monday after- 
noon nnd were interred in the Grass Lake 
cemetery. 

The littlo one wns a grand daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ed. Little of this place at 
whose home she with her mother had vis- 
ited for some ;time this summer, return-' 
ing to their home in Evanston only about 
two weeks ago. 

The manner of the child's death was 
sad in the extreme and the bereaved par- 
ents have tho sympathy of the community 
in their sorrow.

our renders nnd shows to whnt extent our 
citizens will go when stranded in a foreign J 
county. 

Two Americans, who were on a visit to 
London, found their funds exhausted be- 
fore they had seen all they wished to see. 
Being friendless in the great city, and not 
sure of being able to get more hard cash 
from homo, thoy put on their studying 
caps. 
Kelly cried out, ,4 I havo it." 
••Well, let's have it," said Coole. 
Kelly— •'Will you do what 1 wnnt j] 
to do?" 
Coole— "I'll try." 

Kelly — "Then go up to the firBt poli 
innn you meet, xcll him your trouble l 
Manx; if ho does not known what you 
mean, drive it into him as well as you can. 
Don't go nwny for him, get a crowd round, 
let him lock yon up; I will follow nnd 
make it all right, but don't speak- a word 
of English." 

A policeman was soon found, nnd, after 
an excited few minutes Coole was walked 
off by the man in blue. 
. Next morning at the police-court, a" 
soon us Coolo was brought forward nnd 
questioned, he got into a rage for being 
so shamefully treated in ho city of freedom- 
All he said being in Manx, the officials 
were in a fix. The French interpreter tried 
his powers, then tho Russian, followed 
by tho Turk and others, but all to no pur- 
pose Coolo all the time giving signs of 
great anxiety and excitement. 

When the magistrate as a last resort, ask- 
ed if thero was anyone in the court that 
could speak with the prisoner, Kelly cried 
out, "1 think I can, sir," 
"Then d& so." 

Kelly, at the" buck of tho court, asked 
Coolo, in Manx, what ho was doing there; 
Coole at once turned found and extended 
his hand to gasp that of Kelly, Coolo all 
tho while giving vent to his troubles (in 
Manx). The magistrate then asked what 
was tho matter, when Kelly said: "You 
Worskship tho prisoner ib a Manxman, 
from the Isle of Man; he hns come to see 
tho sights of London, his money is gone, 
nnd ho asked tho policeman for ndvice, 
who then locked him up. He.should havo 
been sent to tho Consul oflico and not to 
tho police cell." 

Aftfcr the mngisstrato had cautioned the 
bobby, for the future, tho latter explaining 
how deBporato the prisoner becomo in tho 
Btrcct8, the charge was dismissed nnd Coole 
allowed to go; Kelly, however, remninod, 
and on being asked what ho wanted and 
wliy he did not go, said: "Sir, I want the 
interpreter's fees." 

"Cwrtainly." was the response. Three 
guinoas were then handed to him, nnd tho 
Manxmen had another day or two in the 
city of tho world. 



The littlf boys were drowned at High* 
land Park between eleven and twelve Tues- 
day hiorning nnd one died because of .his 
already dead brother. 

Pathetic interest is lent the case when 
it is learned that the boys aro the sons of 
Willinn F. Wcimer*. cxmnster, in 
chancery, a big Chicago lawyer and late 
the defendant in an alleged case of arson. 
The Weimers residence is in cast Laurel 
avenue and from this place the two set out 
for the lake which is not far distant. 

There they went in swimming, tho only 
swimmers of tho morning us far as it is 
known. It is said that the younger nnd 
weaker of the two went bcynn 1 his depth 
and called to the elder to aid him. 

Donald answered tho call and forfeited 
his own life, as his brother** struggles are 
said to have borne him down irrestistiblyi 
He was pulled beneath the hungry waters 
and never arose again. 

The bodies were recovered off the foot 
of Ceclnil street and^t noon frantic efforts 
were being made to revive the two boys. 
There were hope for the elder. 

Later it is learned that scores of women 
nnd children witnessed the drowning but 
were powerless, being frightened, to go to 
tlio nid of the youngsters. They saw the 
tragedy through, gave the alarm, and the 
bodies were recovered. 

The inquest was held at five in the prior 
undertaking rooms, the verdict being one 
of accidental death.

o rising of tho sun Tuesday morning 
?ana hundreds of dollars to the Waukegan 
and Lake county dairymen who havo an- 
nounced their intentions of raising the re- 
price of milk to the resident customers two 
cents. On and after the. first of September 
eight cents will be charged for a quart of 
milk. 

V Tho dairymen, blame the cow for tho 
nVessary advance in the price of milk, 
MrhCow has refused to furnish enough 
milt to supply the demands of Like county 
residents. As a result the dairymen have 
been compelled to contract with foreigu 
farmers to supply tho demand. The ad- 
vance wholesale price charged by the out 
of tho county and the express charges have 
necessitated the advance in price. 

The residents of Waukegan tho dairy- 
men blame for tho advance in the the price 
of milk. Thousands of milk bottles are 
distributed annually among local residents. 
Thousands are never returned. Tho dairy- 
men suffer first but later lhe people suffer 
by having the price of milk advanced. 



Willinn Calder, 55 years old, a stockman 
employed by Arthur Meeker of Lake For- 
est, Tuesday afternoon about 6:30 o'clock 
at the Libertyvilie fair, was gored to death 
by a prize bull belongingto his employer. 
Friends rush to his rescue but it was 
•several minutes before tho unconscious man 
could be lefted from tho horns of tho in- 
.furiated beast upon which ho had been 
tossed about repeatedly. 

Calder formly worked on the John Clay 
fram west of town, now occupied by John 
Rueside, Jr. He was employed there about 
ten years ago but left his employ about 12 
years ago. He has stayed at the Rneside 
home from time to time Bince then, lie 
wns unmarried. 

For some lime past he has -been employ- 
ed as foreman of the Meeker estate. He 
had charge of a carload of prize cattle that 
had just been returned from the fair at 
Wheaton. The car was on the side track 
lit Libertyvillo Tuesday night and Calder 
had nearly completed the work of unload- 
ing the car. 

Hut one bull remained. He was tied in 
the corner with a ring in his nose. Calder 
approached the animal and tried to fasten 
a hook in the ring in 'the bulls noso. A 
stick wns attached to the hook. 13 nt the 
bull tossed his head about so much that 
Calder at last decided to run the chance of 
inking out the bull without the stick nnd 
the rir.g. 

. Ho untied the animal but before he 
could get out of the way tho bull mode a 
charge for him, goring him with its horns. 
Then snorting with*- rage it tossed him 
about until horrified friends rushed to the 
rescue ano> drove tho beast into n confer 
with sharp pointed p'oles. Calder was re- 
moved from tho horns and a physicial was 
summoned, but the injured man died 
within ten minutes. I . 

The jury which sat on tho case roturne'd 
nn open verdict.

When Waukegan was without a play 
house he came to the rescue and built the 
Schwartz Theater, now the property of the 
Pabst people and it is characteristic of the 
man that he comes to the nid of the people 
every, time they show need, every time 
there is real necessity of his assistance.

ers who have earned less than 81,000 a year, 
after they have reached the aire of 60. 
Germany has a measure of this kind in the 
shape of an insurance policy, and by means 
of it it has abolished poor houses. It's old 
)oople receive a neat sum that materially 
liel-pstno family income and they are there- 
fore welcome guests at the fireside instead 
of being regarded as a burden upon the 
children as they are in this country and 
Englnnd. At the snme time no money is 
squnnderod on expensive almshouses and in 
poor rates. During a man's working 
years a small sum is deducted from his 
weekly wnges nnd a similnr sum is tnken 
from his employer. This money is invested 
by the stnte nnd tho income therefrom is 
devoted to caring for those people who, in 
their active career have contributed to it. 
The disgrace comes from not belonging to 
this fund nnd hot being nble to receive a 
pension. It is regarded in such a manner 
that it is considered n rcognition by the 
8tnto of tho services which the recipient hns 
rendered to Iho community. In this way 
the commonest laborer feels thnt ho has 
provided for histoid age. There is no fear 
of tho poorhousoand no danger from the 
neglect or ingratitude of his own offspring. 
An aged couple pay their own way. In 
this respect, Germany is far in ndvanco ol 
the United States and far in advance of 
the ideas of the Federation of Labor be- 
cause Germany puts this pension on com- 
mercial grounds and on tho sensible idea 
of making tho recipients care for them- 
selves.

Just returned a week ngo from little 
Rock, where he wns employed at his usual 
vocation as wniter, he bears a letter frhm ' 
an influential southern millionaire to King 
Umberto, head of a tribe of n penceablo 
disposition, and is actually plannihg to 
found. a separate unit state in the black 
"Order, sir ?" 

No one who heard Williamson ask this 
question of patrons of Elijah hospice in 
Zion City, would judge him to be a prophet 
of bis race and a leader of animportant 
movement. 

lt'is characteristic of the man that he Ib 
the best waiter in tho place in which he is 
employed, nnd hns worked in every great • 
hotel in the United Stntes. 

Tho surprise comes when the white 
patron learns that tho colored man who so 
deftly ser7v j s his steal^ and arranges his 
table is the head of the Liberian Progres- 
sive Society and a student of British juris-' 
prudence. 

In nn interview with a reporter William- 
Ro'n told of his plans. 

"I am the local head of tho Liberian 
Progressiva Movement," he said, "and am 
trying to organize a colony of negroes to 
leave this county and go to Liboria. 

"We havo already received^ assurance,." 
that we may take up homesteads and from 
a separate state in the republic, all of our 
own people, as largo as Lake county. 

"I am bearing a letter to King JJmberlo 
to guarantee his friendship as land we plan 
to take up is near his territory and he is a 
half savage tribesman. 

"We ore are tfbw organized in Zion City, 
Lako Forest, Evanston and others north 
shore towns and cities, nnd Waukegnn is 
the only plnce whero we have nny difiicu.'JJf ■ 
ty. There theboysseem rnthcr indifferent. 
Tell then thnt I am coming down some 
eveningto tnlk m.ittnrs over with then." 

It is understood thnt Willnmson has thus 
far interested about an hundred in the pro- 
ject. 

The scheme is startling in its novelty ub 
while Wuukeganites have read in a vague 
way of schemes to colonize negroes in 
Liberia tb° movement has never before 
roiched this vicinity or gained nny 
strength. 

"After I finish my duties as waiter for 
the hospice," said Williamson, being plied 
with questions, "I go to my room and 
read Eu'glish law. 

"I have read for years and years, and 
when wo reach Liberia with our colony 
expect to practice law there. Thepo 
republic is an English protcctornte. 

" I have. four childern of my "own. and 
three of my brother's. One brother is a 
practicing nttornay at Kingfisher, Okla. 
I have mauy relatives in Liboria and it is 
their letters to mo thatrhave aroused in me 
a spirit to do something for my people, to 
lead thorn out of this stressful conutry and 
into one of their own where thoy may have 
an equal show with their own kiud."

MODERN WORK WILL NOT LAST. 



Newspapers and Books Printed To- 
Day Have Short Lives. 

"The men who wrote history on 
tablets of stone in ages gone had a 
dlfilcult task to perform, and had to 
cultivate the habit of brevity," days 
a writer In a German paper, "but 
what they wrote was presorved. It will 
bo different with the newspapers and 
books of the present time. The paper 
upon which they are printed will dis- 
integrate in a few years, and the 
records, historical, scientific and liter- 
ary, will become dust. I saw two 
papers 'last week which* told the 
whole story. One contained an ac- 
count of the death of Napoleon Bona- 
parte. It was printed in 1821, was in 
a state of perfect preservation, and 
looked as though it might last, with 
ordinary care, a hundred years. The 
other paper was kept because Its 
leading article described tho surren- 
der of Sedan, which had taken place 
a day before. Although It had been 
printed nearly 00 years later, tho 
Sedan paper had to bo handled care- 
fully to prevent Its tearing In the 
creases. One of these papers was 
printed on old-fashioned paper, and 
the other on the modern kind. With 
the two specimens before mo I can- 
not refrain from urging once more 
that a few numbers of all books and 
newspapers, enough for all first-class 
libraries, be printed on good paper 
for the benefit of those who will live 
after us."

America appears to bo the 
special breeding ground of tho inven- 
tor. The peculiar mixture of all races 
In that fortunate land appears to have 
produced a kind of superman who 
alone is capable of creating such dip 
bollcal inventions as the cash regis- 
ter and the automatic telephone ex- 
change." 



Oregon Apples Sold at $1 Each. 
The recent sale of a number of 
boxes of winter banana apples at 
Hood river at $8 a box has brought 
up tho question of record prices for 
apples. The horticultural annals of 
the state show that in 18C6 one box 
of Spltzenborg appleB grown in tho 
Willamette valley and shipped to San 
Francisco netted tho shipper $G0. Ic 
the Bame year three boxes of winesaps 
were sold in Portland for $102, or $34 
a box. In 1855, 6,000 boxes of apples 
grown In Oregon were sold at prices 
which netted tho shipper $20 to $30 a 
bushel, In 1854, 500 boxes were sold 
at from $60 to $90 a box. Tho first lot 
of apples grown on grafted trees were 
sold In Portland by the grower, 
Henderson Luolllng, at $1 an fljjpl©.— 
Loa Angeles Times.

Charcoal Is goou for the hens, es- 
pecially In hot weather. 

Lime waBh all the stables. It will 
make them sweet and clean. 

The clenner the poultry house the 
less trouble there will be with pests 
and diseases. 

There are always two Bides to tho 
farm help question — the help's side as 
well as that of the farmer. 

Screened stables and generous use 
of the Bpray will help you through the 
Bummer without much loss in the milk 
flow. 

Don't get in the habit of dosing your 
animals. Provide good care and good 
feed and there will be little need to 
dope thenv 

Provide good screens for the house 
If you have not already done so. Tho 
day of the old cloth mosquito netting 
should be past for most farmers. 

Pigs in the orchard will pick up all 
the windfalls and perform a double 
service. They will destroy the in- 
jurious insect life and they will also 
grow fat on the fruit. 

Tho floor to the hay mow should bo 
tight so that the dust and seeds 
from the hay cannot sift through 
cracks down lawon the backs and Into 
the eyes of the horseB and other stock. 

Let it be a rule of the farm that 
nothing shall go to waste. Provide 
a way by which everything is used to 
the best advantage, and there will be 
no trouble about keeping tho bank ac- 
count growing. 

Look over the peach orchard. Saw- 
dust or gum on the trunks near the 
ground 1b pretty good evidence that 
borers are at work. If you want to 
save your trees get right after them. 
Dig them out and then plug the hole 
with soap or wax. 

With the telephone and the mail de- 
livery service and the auto, what more 
does tho farmer need to smooth life's 
pathway? In the country with her 
wealth of good things, with all tho 
comforts of the city, that Is what life 
on the farm Is fast becoming. 

A cream thermometer costs but lit- 
tle but Its convenience in accurately 
telling you • tho temperature of tho 
cream is almost inestimable, for the 
quality of the butter made and thd 
ease with which It Is churned largely 
depend, upon having the cream at 
the right temperature when begin- 
ning operations. 

To mark your name upon metal, 
melt tallow or beeswax upon the tool 
to be marked, write your name in tho 
tallow or wax, being sure to scratch 
clear through to the metal surface. 
Then pour Into the letters thUB made 
a few drops of nitric acid. Leave for 
a few minutes. Then wipe off acid 
and beeswax or tallow and you will 
find your tool has your name that 
won't come off. 

From all reports an agricultural set- 
tlement experiment seemB to be work- 
ing out successfully In Austria-Hun- 
gary. In ordpr toturn the tide of em- 
igration the Hungarian minister of 
agriculture secured an appropriation 
for the purchase of several thousand 
acres of good land. This was par- 
celed out Into rural districts, with 
land prices and taxes reduced to a 
minimum. Model farms and villages 
are now in operation and apparently 
succeeding In tho purpose for which 
they were Intended. 

Wireworms are dlfilcult to get rid 
of. Prof. SIngerland's experiments 
at Cornell have shown that salt is ef- 
fective if used in sufficient quantities, 
but he found that it would be neces- 
sary to use some six to eight tons of 
salt per acre to destroy tho wire 
worms, while even a dressing of 1,000 
pounds per acre Interfered with tho 
germination of wheat, and neither 
drove tho wire worms deeper Into tho 
soil nor caused them to migrate to any 
appreciable distance. He did find, 
however, that considerable numbers 
of the adult beetles were attracted 
unu destroyed by fresh bunches of 
clover dipped in strong parls green 
water. Fall plowing, however, is ef- 
fective In dostroymg many of tho click 
beetles, the parents of the wire 
worlns, which hibernate In their pupal 
cells. On the whole, a short rotation 
of crops is the only method of control 
that can bo unqallfledly recommended 
— bringing In, wherever possible, a 
irop on which tho pea's do not thrive 
•ell, as clover

Sunlight Ib a great germ killer. Let 
lots of It Into the stables! 

When in doubt what to do it is 
generally better to do nothing. 

Scatter the feed for the fowls so 
that all will have an equal, chance at 
getting a menl. 

A sunbonnet or damp sponge on the 
horse's head will prevent- sunstroke, 
a thing they are very liable to. 

Tho caution to keep the pens and 
sleeping places of tho hogs is spe- 
cially Important at this BeaBon of the 
year. 

Know the markets In which you ex- 
pect to market your goods. This ifi 
especially Important to the farmer that 
sella butter. . 

In estimating the profit returned by 
sheep you want to remember that the 
manure dropped by the sheep Is about 
three times as valuablo as that from 
cows. 

' Tie your wool with wool twine and 
be on the safe side, for buyers are 
holding pretty strictly to the rule that 
they will not touch wool that has been 
tied with binder twine. 

Scrape off the old bark from the old 
apple trees. A dull hoe Is the thing and 
if you wait until a wet day the bark 
will come off easily. Bo careful not 
to injure tho underlayer of live bark. 

Stomach worms are a dangerous 
trouble with lambs at tills season of 
tho year. Several government bulle- 
tins dealing with the pest have been 
Issued. Write for them. They are free 
for the asking. 

Have regular hours for doing the 
milking. Great temptation to let oth- 
er work Interfere with tho thought 
that the milking can be done most 
any time. Such reasoning Is fallacious 
for irregularity in milking lessens 
tho milk flow. 

Whenever possible during heavy 
electrical storms remove tho stock 
from the proximity of tall trees or 
wire fences. A little trouble may save 
you hundreds of dollars. Every wire 
fence should bo grounded at Inter- 
vals of every hundred or two hundred 
feet. 

The regulations governing the in- 
spection and quarantine of imported 
animals has been changed by tho ag- 
ricultural department so as to requlro 
a quarantine of 30 days for sheep im- 
ported from Canada for breeding pur- 
poses. ThlB action has been taken by 
ambndment 3 to bureau of animal in- 
dustry, order 142. 

The farmer needs to know tho plants 
he would grow as well as tho quality 
of the Boil he would cultivate. Plants 
differ widely In composition, range of 
root, period of growth nnd la their 
ability to gather that which they need 
from tho soil. These are facts which 
a farmer should bo familiar with in 
order that he may intelligently manure 
the soil and plan tho rotation of crops 
he wIbIiob to follow In a manner that 
will give the best possible results. 

A draught of cool water Is refresh- 
ing when working In the fields. Makes 
you feel like taking a fresh grip on the 
work. Don't you suppose the horses 
would feel the same way? When it 
comes to . working hnrd In warm 
weather hauling heavy loads or pulling 
the binder an occasional drink of wa- 
ter would cool their systems and re- 
fresh their energy as much as It stimu- 
lates you. Vlt is not supposed, how- 
over," cautions Prof. C. Mlnklor, thnt 
any horseman will allow his team to 
tank up on cold water when In a very 
heated state; but it is reasonable to 
expect him to allow them tho privilege 
of taking a few swallows to quench 
their thirst, and drive the burning im- 
pulses away. 

Here Is encouragement for the 
holder of small farms in this country, 
showing what profit can be made by 
intensive methods. H. D. Jones in 
Technical World Magazine tells the 
story of two women who leased five 
acres of land in Berkshire, England. 
Later they found that five acres was 
too much land, and that they could 
find full work for themselves and for 
students who flocked to them to learn 
how it was done, with profit for all, on 
a piece of ground less than half tho 
size of that first taken. The teachers 
of the women were a French gardener 
and his family, who, with an acre of 
land in Franco, sold $2,500 worth of 
produce in a year. Tho scene at tho 
farm is thus described by one who vis- 
ited It. In a bare plowed field stands a 
square palisade of zinc plates inclos- 
ing about three-quarters of an acre. 
Behind it the French gardener and 
the women who lease the land have 
wrought what looks like a sheer mlrn- 
clo to anyone unacquainted with the 
system. Tho ground is all covered with 
inverted bell glasses of the kind 
known In Europo as clochers. Under 
each bell at the time this writer visit- 
ed tho farm wero five lettuces. LeU 
tuces were growing around the bolls 
and other vegetables sown broadcast 
wore coming up everywhere. In each 
of a number of frames four feet 
square wero 30 lettuces, a mass of 
carrots and cauliflower. The entire 
secret or the growth of these products 
before the regular season Is in the 
cropping and the soil. Every inch of 
tho soil bears at least three crops a 
year, each of them anticipating the 
season and therefore producing fancy 
prices.

Oyster Bay, N. Y.— With a gun from 
the local yacht club booming a rous- 
ing welcome, the American Olympic 
team, victors In tho recent events In 
London, steamed into tho waters of 
Oyster bay Monday for their visit to 
President Roosevelt. 

When they left their boat and 
reached the top of Sagamore Hill Mr. 
Roosevelt was on his veranda where 
he had been scanning them eagerly for 
several minutes as they approached, 
two abreast, whistling "A Hot Time In 
tho Old Town To-night." 

James E. Sullivan, the American 
commissioner, was first to be received 
.by tho president. He acted as mas- 
ter of ceremonies, presenting each 
ono of his charges in turn. The presi- 
dent grasped each one by the hand 
and to each hejmoke a few words. of 
mingled greeting and commendation. - 
John J. Hayes, the Marathon hero, 
had the distinction of being the first 
to bo presented. 

"I am proud of you," said the presi- 
dent to him as he gave him a vigorous 
hand-shake, "your feat was marvelous. 
You won a great race and I am glad of 

it." 
Towanina, the Indian, who came in 

ninth In tho Marathon race, pleased 

the president immensely. 
"I am glad, Indeed," he said to him, 

"that a real original American Indian 

competed for America and represented 

the country abroad. It was a fine 

Bhowing that you made." 
So It was with each and every one of 

tho team that had made the trip and 

when the last man had been grasped 
by the hand and hlB heart cheered by 

the president's words and he had 
passed Into the dining-room and par- 
taken of refreshments, Mr. Roosevelt 
followed In, and then had to listen to 
some cheers for hlmsolf. 

Some one proposed three cheers for 
"the greatest president tho United 
States evor had, Theodore Roosevelt," 
and everybody responded. Mr. Roose- 
velt then addressed the athletes 
briefly.

Postal Officials Begin Probing. 

The Investigation^ of acts connected 
with tho recent riots of Sprlngfleld 
promises to find Its way to the fed- 
eral grand Jury. Post office Inspectors 
arrived In the city and Instituted a 
probe to determine the persons who 
have sent anonymous letters to state 
and county officials, and alBO to negro 
residents, instructing them to depart 
from the county immediately. When 
the letters began to find their way into 
the United States mall they were 
given llttlo or no consideration. Coun- 
ty and state officials looked at them 
in the light of a Joke. When the mes- 
sages began to reach tho colored resi- 
dents they became alarmed and made 
repeated reports. A number of the 
letters havo been turned over to the 
federal authorities, and it was decided 
to attempt lo determine the writers. 
Tho post office Inspectors began work 
early and intimate that evidence has 
been secured. Gov. Deneen and State's 
Attorney Frank L. Hatch were among 
the officials who have received the let- 
ters. Mr. Hatch was told to drop tho 
Investigation of tho charges against 
the rioters or his homo would bo 
burned. The governor was also cau- 
tioned to.be careful In his acts against 
the lawless mob. 



Re-Enact Famous Debate. 

In the presence of nearly 16,000 per- 
sona at Frceport, the memorable Joint 
discussion of 60 years ago, in 1 which 
Abraham Lincoln forced Stephen A. 
DouglaB, Lincoln's Democratic op- 
ponent for the senatorial toga, to say 
the words that coBt. Douglas the presi- 
dency two years later, was re-enacted. 
Speakers of national fame repeated 
tho words of the respective party 
loaders of 1858. Tho spot was the 
same, but the Bceno had changed, 
and paved streets and dwellings re- 
placed the grove that sheltered the 
audience In 1858.

Reports 8how Rain Is Needed. 

Rain was badly needed In the cen- 
tral dlBtrlct and In part of the south- 
ern territory, according to the weekly 
weather bulletin Issued by Acting Sec- 
tion Director Clarence J. Root of the 
weather bureau. The report aayB: 
"Tho week was cool, tho average tem- 
perature being four degrees below the 
normal. Temperatures of more than 
90 degrees were recorded at some sta- 
tions. Most of the week was char- 
acterized by pleasant day tempera- 
tures and cool nights. The lowest 
temperatures occurred when tho mini- 
mum readings in the forties were gen- 
eral In tho northern central districts. 
The extremes for tho state were 103 
and 43 degrees. Light scattered show- 
ers occurred In the northern part of

Melbourne. — The streets of Mel- 
bourne late Monday night were filled 
with surging, good-humored crowds 
numbering hundreds of thousands, nil 
out to do honor to the visiting Amer- 
icans.

Official Landing Day for the American 
1 Fleet— Crews March to Church 
on Sunday. 



Augusta, Ga. - The flood water 
at Augusta -is receding rapidly, 
and as the water leaves the streets It 
1s apparent that the loss has heen un- 
dor estimated. 

In addition to the disasters alread> 
reported, the Riverside mills. In dam- 
age to plant and loss of cotton which 
floated away, sustained a loss or 
$100,000; the Reld cotton warehouse, 
the finest In the south, was greatly 
damaged, hut It will require a survey- 
to determine the loss; the Triangular 
block, where the wholesale houses are 
assembled, was badly damaged. The 
Nelson Morris & Co. warehouse has 
collapsed and Ib being razed; tho Au- 
gusta Grocery company's building was 
damaged to the extent of $6,000; , the 
National Biscuit company building 
was wrecked. The Central grammar 
school and tho Davidson grammar 
school were also damaged severely. 

In addition to the fires already re- 
ported, ten smaller houses, were 
burned in different sections of the 

city. 

Death Rate May Reach Sixty. 
Twenty-two bodies nave been recov- 
ered and corpses are being found 
every hour or so. The captain of tho 
river steamer Swan, which arrived 
Friday reported that he saw on the 
trip up the river at leaBt 25 corpses, 
all negroes except one. There are 
reports of many drownings among 
negro farm hands In tho lower valley. 
The Chronicle estimates the death list 

at 60. , . 

The citizens In mass meeting ana 
the city council and the board of 
health In special session have taken 
measures to relieve the distress. Citi- 
zens are subscribing to a fund to help 
the poorer people in the submerged 
district, for portions of the town are 
still under water. There is sure to 
be the greatest suffering, and relief 
must be quick to prevent starvation 
from swelling the death list. 
South Carolina's Flood. 
Columbus, S. C. — The crest of 
the great freshet, which, starting 
in the Piedmont section of the state, 
has swept through. South Carolina, 
leaving ruined farms and crippled 
railway lines in its wake, has now 
passed Columbia and is moving to- 
ward the lower part of the state. The 
railroads are making strenuous efforts 
to restore lines of communication and 
have succeeded In some measure. 

Klngville, 25 miles south of this 
ijlty on the Wateree river, Is seven 
feet under water and every house in 
the town is deserted. The water at 
that point is still rjslng and will prob- 
ably reach its highest point ' about 
three o'clock Saturday. 

No accurate estimate of dam- 
age can be made, but It prob- 
ably will run well into the millions. 
Fayettevllle li Submerged. 
Fayettevllle, N. C.— The Cape Fear 
■river at this point has reached a 
"height of 79 feet, breaking all records 
of former floods. The river valleys on 
the east side are covered for miles 
with a rushing torrent of muddy wa- 
ters. Houses and brldgesj are swept 
away for miles around, and the esti- 
mated damage to the cotton and corn 
crops will go beyond 35 per cent. 

The greater portion of Fayettevllle 
is covered with water backed up to 
the city hall from the river, which 
Is a mile and a half distant. 

Throe thousand people are home- 
less and a proclamation was Issued by 
the mayor at noon Friday. The city 
was in total darkness Friday night, 
the power plant being submerged. 
Many Die In Colorado Flood. 
Trinidad, Col. — Citizens of Fol- 
aom are dazed over the result of 
the awful flood which spread death 
and destruction Thursday night, and 
anything like accurate details are Im- 
possible owing to interruption of wire 
communication. Casualties are vari- 
ously estimated at from 15 to 25. Fol- 
som had about '500 population and 
was built on both sides of the Clmar- 
Ton, which is dry except on occasions 
•of heavy rainfalls. A 12-foot wall of 
water came down the canyon while 
.the Inhabitants slept. 



Melbourne.— Monday was official 
lauding day for the American fleet anal 
Admiral Sperry and the ofllcers of. the 
battleships came ashore formally, in 
full regalia, and were formally wel- 
comed by the federal and city officials. 
Admiral Sperry expressed himself 
as highly appreciative of tho warm 
welcome extended to himself and the 
men under him, and the kindly greet- 
ing of the Australians, both at Sdyney 
and at Melbourne, has developed a 
feeling of gratification throughout tho 

fleet. 

Sunday was set down on the pro- 
gram as a "free day," nothing In the 
wav of formal entertainments having 
been arranged for tho visitors, but 
nevertheless those who came ashore 
from the warships managed to 
spend some enjoyable hours driving 
and sightseeing. Seventeen military 
trains arrived Sunday morning from 
the various centers throughout tho 
country, bringing Into Melbourne a 
large body of cavalry, which will par- 
ticipate in the grand review on Thurs- 
day. 

Twenty-five hundred men of the 
ships were given shore leave Sunday, 
and 1,000 marched through Colillns 
street to St. Patrick's cathedral, 
where pontifical mass was held at 
noon. The American blue jackets and 
marines were preceded by 2,000 
cadets and a number of bands 
were In the procession. The streets 
•were thronged with spectators, 
who gave the men a hearty wel- 
come. After tho services In the 
church were ended the men were 
served with lunch In the cathedral 
hall. Special services were held in all . 
the Protestant churches. | 

Later the Melbourne Automobile x 
club, in 100 cars, took the officers of 
the fleet to view the points of Interest 
In the city and tho suburbs. During 
the course of the afternoon numerous 
private entertainments were given. 

There were comparatively few vis- 
itors to the warships owing to the 
distance the vessels are lying from 
shore, but those who made tho trip 
were enthusiastic In their expressions 
of admiration for the beauty and 
powerful appearance of the American 
men of war.

Gen. A. P. Stewart Dead. 
Blloxi, Miss.— Gen. Alexander "P. 
rStewart, one of the last two surviving 
lieutenant generals of the confederate 
army, died at his home here Sunday. 
Although he was in his eighty-seventh 
jyear and suffering from the inflrml- 
jjtlei of old age, his death was sudden. 
Like the Lees, Gen. Stewart, after 
the close of hostilities between the 
istates, gave himself up to the instruc- 
tion of southern youth and servod 
.from 1874 to 1886 as chancellor of the 
University of Mississippi. In 1890 he 
iwas appointed one of the commission- 
lers of the Chickamauga national park. 

/ French Trapper Murdered.

Springfield, 111.— Edward Ferris, 60 
years old, was arrested Sunday on

the recent riot which resulted In the 
Jynchiug of two negroes 



McAlester, Okla.— Nearly 30 miners 
are believed to have perished In 
Halley-Ola coal mine No. 1, at Halley- 
vllle, 14 miles east of McAlester, 
Wednesday morning, when fire de- 
stroyed the hoisting shaft and air 
shaft and cut off air from the men be- 
low. Twonty-flve bodies had been re- 
covered by Wednesday night. 

After the entombed miners had 
gone down in the cage a fire broke 
out, occasioned by the ignition of a 
barrel of oil which a miner wan try- 
ing to divide. The flames spread at 
once to the hoisting shaft and the air 
shaft, and all communication with the 
top was cut off. Hundreds of miners 
rushed to tho scene and tried to get 
Into tho air shaft, but thiB wob Impos- 
sible, as flames and smoke were com- 
ing up with Buch force as to drlvo 
them back. Then an effort was made 
to operate the cages running up and 
down the hoisting shaft, but it was 
found that the cages, the cables and 
the guides had been burned. There 
was absolutely no help for the Impris- 
oned miners. 

KERMIT ROOSEVELT IS BRAVE. 

Stops Runaway, Saving Woman and 
Children from Death. 



Oyster Bay, N. Y. — It was stated 
hero Thursday night that Korralt 
Roosevelt, Becond son of the pres- 
ident, stopped a runaway pair of 
horses after a wild chase on horseback 
along the shore road Into Bayvlllo, and 
probably saved the lives of Mrs. Frank 
Hilton of New York and her two small 

sons. 

Kermlt seized tho horses* reins 
while the animals were galloping at 
full speed and brought them to a 
standstill. Mrs. Hilton and her two 
children were In the carriage. They 
were unhurL Mr. Hilton was thrown 
out when tho horses took fright but 
was not injured. 



Madison, Wis.-Col. William P. 
Vilas died at 10:45 o'clock Thursday 
following five weeks of illness. 

When Dr. Philip Fox called upon 
the colonel Thursday ho found him un- 
usually cheerful and bright and be- 
lleved ho showed signs of remarkable 
Improvement. 

Shortly after ten .o'clock, while tho 
nurses were administering a bath to 
the patient, they noticed that he 
weakened very quickly. An attempt 
was made to reach the doctor, but Col. 
Vilas died before he could be 
reached. 

Dr. Fox believes that the Immediate 
cause of the death waa a second stroke 
of paralysis. 

Col. William Freemnn Vilas, former 
United States senator and noted law- 
yer, was born at Chelsea, Vt., July 9, 
1840. He was a pioneer of Madison, 
his family having settled there In 
June, 1851. Col. Vilas graduated 
from the University of Wisconsin law 
school at tho age of 18, in 1858. In 
1860 ho graduated from tho Albany 
law school and set up his shingle in 
MadlBon. In July, 1861, he enlisted 
in Company A, Twenty-third Wiscon- 
sin regiment, and took part in. the 
Vlcksburg campaign. After carrying 
off his share of civil war honors ho re- 
turned to Madison In 1863 and re- 
sumed the practlco of law. He was 
elected a member of the Wisconsin 
legislature in 1885. He was made per- 
manent chairman of the national Dem- 
ocratlc convention In 1884. He -was 
postmaster general of tho United 
States from 1885 to 1888. He was sec- 
retary of the Interior 1888 and 1889. 
In 1891 he was elected a member of 
the United States senate, which of- 
fice he held until 1897. He held many 
positions for the civil war veterans. 



NO SUNDAY DRINKS. 

Atlantic City Saloons and Hotel Bar* 
Closed. 



Atlantic. City, N. J.— A real blue 
Sunday came to Atlantic City. Many 
persons familiar with the history of 
this far-famed reBort had boen, In- 
clined to doubt tho possibility of bucIi 
a thing, but every , one of the 220 
saloons and hotel barB was closed. 
They were closed alike to bona flde 
guests as well as to strangers, juBt 
arrived within the gates. 

Gov. Fort's proclamation containing 
his threat to send troops to the sea- 
shore resort in the event of a further 
violation of the Sunday closing law 
had its effect. Saloonkeepers and ho- 
tel men reluctantly accepted tho ad- 
vlco of the mayor and of the more con- 
servative members of the saloon 
men's organization, and closed their 
places of business as tightly as they 
knew how. Screens camo tumbling 
down Saturday midnight and remained 
down all day. 

Boardwalk cafes that on Sundays 
past have been thronged to their ut- 
most capacity serving liquors and 
food were all but deserted. A visit 
during the height of the afternoon 
cniBh on the boardwalk to one of the 
most widely-known cafes facing the 
famous seaside thoroughfare disclosed 
the fact that not a slnglo patron was 
In the place. The proprietors de- 
clared that the loss of the drink prlv- 
llego had carried with it a nearly 
equal loss in the sale of foodstuffs.

Roberts, president and treasurer of 
the National Supply company of Bal- 
timore, Md., was probably fatally shot 
by an unknown man who dashed from 
a hotel pavilion and, after firing, fled. 
The bullet ponetratcd Roberts' aide. 

Roberts was being pushed along In 
a rolling chair with Mrs. W. F. G. 
Williams, also of Baltimore, when the 
stranger appeared suddenly. He 
commanded Roberts to get out of the 
chair and as tho latter was about to 
respond, brandished a revolver and 
•faot. Mrs. Williams fainted and the 
colored attendant called a policeman, 
who had Roberts removed to hlB hotel 

suite. 

Mr. Roberts is 38 years old. He Ib 
a member of all tho leading clubs of 
Maryland, Including the Maryland 
club, tho Baltimore Country club and 
Elk Ridge Hunt club. 

Halns Are Held Without Ball. 
New York. — Capt. P. C. Halns, 
Jr., and his brother, T. Jenkins 
Halns, were held without ball over 
tie action of a grand jury Friday 
on a charge of the murder of William 

E. Annls. 

Threo witnesses testified for the 
prosecution. Patrolman Charles W. 
Baker, who arrested the brothers af- 
ter the shooting, said that when he 
arrived on the yacht club float Annls 
was lying there wounded. 



BIG FIRE IN NEW ORLEANS. 

Property Loss Is Between One and 
Two Million Dollars. 

Now Orleans.— Fire which broke out 
in the center of the commercial dis- 
trict Sunday afternoon swept over por- 
tions of three blocks, destroying a 
large number of wholesale houses, 
manufacturing plants and small stores. 
Originating at Bienville and Chartres 
streetB, the flames worked their way 
north as far as Contl street, and west 
towards Royal, bringing about a loss 
of between one and two million dol- 
lars before they were finally subdued. 
Several circumstances combined to 
give tho Are a headway which proved 
hard to \ overcome. At tho time the 
alarm was turned in, shortly before 
three o'clock, the New Orleans fire- 
men were In the midst of their annual 
picnic at a suburban park, and the 
engines and patrols responded with a 
mere handful of men. It was fully an 
hour before tho department waa In a 
position to make anything like a suc- 
cessful fight againBt the flro, and then 
the handicap against it was added to 
by an inadequate supply of water. 



Burglar's Conscience Hurt Him. 

Philadelphia.— Joseph G. Mantell 
surrendered himself to tho police here 
Friday, declnrlng that ho was wanted 
for robbing tho home of Miss Bertha 
Brand in City avenue, Brooklyn, on 
October 28 last, and also the home ol 
William Gluck, fourth assistant exam- 
iner in the patent office at Washing- 
ton. The latter robbery was commit- 
ted, he said, on November 9, 1907. "I 
have been tortured by my conscience 
and can got no reat day or night, bo 1 
want to face trial and end it all," 
Mantell told the detectives. 

Five Die In Mine Accident. 
Wllkesbarre, Pa.— Five men were 
killed, another fatally hurt, and Ave 
seriously Injured In a collision Friday 
afternoon at the Warrior Run colliery 
of the Lehigh Valley Coal company, 
bIx miles from this city. Tho .men 
were being hoisted up a slope when a 
runaway mlno car struck a train ol 
cars on which were 20 men who were 
employed In tho mine. Only six oi 
them escaped injury. Tlroso killed 
wore horribly mangled. 



Bank Robbed of Small Sum. 
SL Joseph, Mo.— The Bank of East- 
on at Easton, Mo., about 12 miles 
east of St. Joseph, was robbed early 
Sunday morning of $150, tho funds 
belonging to the post office. Tho rob- 
bers wore frightened by daylight be- 
fore securing tho bank's funds. Tho 
vault was wrecked and a large holo 
blown in the floor. The four men who 
committed tho robbery were seen at 
their work for two hours by Mrs. A. 
Marshall, from across the street, but 
she was too frightened to give the 
alarm They drove away in a carriage. 



Ex-Gov. 8emple Is Dead. 
San Diego, Cal.— Eugene Semple, 
former governor of Washington terri- 
tory, died here Friday of pneumonia. 
Gov. Semple was a son of the late 
Justice Semple of Illinois and was 
born in 1840 at tho American legation 
at Bpgota, Colombia, -vbzzz \±: i~"* — 
was American minister.

Notso very many years ago the major- 
Ity of people In the United States 
laughed at the prediction that the day 
wns coming when Western Canada 
would far outstrip this country In 
the raising of grain— when, in other 
words, it would becomo the great 
bread-basket of tho world. During the 
past three or four years tho enormous 
production of grain in the Dominion 
West has thinned the ranks of those 
who doubted the destiny of Canada's 
vast grain growing regions; thecropB 
of this year will dispel the doubts of tho 
remaining few. From Winnipeg 
westward to the foothills of Alberta, 
over a country nearly a thousand 
miles In width, the grain production 
this year will bo somothlng to almost 
stagger tho belief of those hundreds 
of IhouBandB of American fanners 
whoBe average yield is not more than 
from ten to fifteen hushols of wheat 
to tho acre, and who are finding that 
their product Is also outclassed In 
quality by that of their northern 
neighbors. 

The enormous grain crop of this 
year in the Canadian West may truth- 
fully bo said to be the production of 
"a few pioneers." Only a small per- 
centage of the unnumbered millions 
of acreB of grain land aro under culti- 
vation, notwithstanding the fact that 
tens of thousands of homesteads were 
taken up last year. And yet, when' 
all the figures are In, it will be found 
that the settlers of tho western prai- 
ries have raised this year more than 
125,000,000 bushels of wheat, 100,000,- 
000 bushels of oats and 25,000,000 
bushels of barley. It haB been a "for- 
tune making year" for thousands of 
American farmers who two or threo 
years ago owned hardly more than the 
clothes upon their backs, and whoBe 
bumper crops from their homesteads 
will yield them this season anywhere 
from $1,500 to $2,500 each, more money 
than many of them have seen at one 
time In all their lives. 

Very recently I passed through tho 
western provinces from Winnipeg to 
Calgary, and in the words of a fellow 
passenger, who was astonished by 
what he saw from the car windows In 
Manitoba, wo were, metaphorically 
Bpeaklng, in a "land of milk and 
honey." The country was one great 
sweep of ripening grain. In fact, so 
enormous was the crop, that at tho 
time there were grave doubts as to 
the possibility of GETTING ENOUGH 
BINDER TWINE TO. SUPPLY THE 
DEMAND. A situation like this has 
never before been known In the agri- 
cultural history of any country. 

Before I made my first trip through 
the Dominion west I doubted very 
much the stories that I had heard of 
this so-called "grain wonderland" 
across the border. I believed, as un- 
numbered thousands of others bo- 
lleved, that the stories were. circulated 
moBtly to induce immigration. I quick- 
ly found that I was wrong. Ab one 
Alberta farmer said to me a few 
weeks ago, "If the whole truth were 
told about this country I don't sup- 
poso you could find one American In 
ten who would bolleve It" 

This year the prospects of the 
wheat crop of Saskatchewan, Mani- 
toba and Alborta aro an average of 
over TWENTY-F1VE BUSHELS TO 
THE ACRE, and that this grain is 
far superior to that raised In the 
states Ib proved by our own govern- 
ment statistics, which show that 
American millers are Importing mil- 
lions of bushelB of B "Canadian hard' 
to mix with the homo product in order 
that THIS HOME PRODUCT MAY 
BE RAISED TO THE REQUIRED 
STANDARD. It Is a peculiar fact that 
while the Dominion Government Ib 
anxious for Its western provinces to 
fill up with the very best of immi- 
grants, there has been no blatant or 
sensational advertising of thoso lands. 
For this reason It is probable that not 
one American farmer out of fifty 
knows 'that Canada wheat now holds 
tho world's record of value— that, in 
other words, it Ib the beBt wheat on 
earth, and that moro of it is grown 
to tho acre than anywhere else In tho 

world. 

A brief study, "of climatic conditions, 
and those things which go to make 
a climate, will show that tho farther 
one travels northward from the Mon- 
tana border the milder the climate be- 
comes—up to a certain point. In 
othor.wordB.'the climate at Edmonton, 
Alberta, Is far bettor than that of 
Denver, 1.500 miles south; and wh lo 
thousands of cattle and sheep are dy- 
ing because of the severity of the 
winters in Wyoming, Montana nnd 
other western Btatcs, the cattle, sheep 
and horBea of Alberta OR* ZB °£ 
THE RANGES ALL WINTER WITH 
ABSOLUTELY NO SHELTER. This 
Is all largely because Bca-currents and 
air-currents have to do with the ma- 
king of the climate of temperate ^re- 
gions. For Instance, why Ib It that 
California possesses such a ^utlfiil 
climate, with no winter at all,, wh lo 
the New England states on a parallel 
with It have practically six months 
of winter out of twelve? 

It 1b hecauBO of that great swoop 
of warm water known as tho "Japan 
current," nnd this Bamo current not 
only affects the westernmost of tho 
Dominion provinces, but added to Its 
Influence are what are known as tho 
"chlnook windB"— steady and.undcvi- 
atlng air-currents which sweep over 
the great wheat regions of Westora 



Canada. There aro good scientific 
reasons why thoso regions are capable 
of producing bettor crops than our 
own western and central BtateB, but • 
best of all are tho proofs of It In act- 
ual results. This -year, for instance, 
as high as one hundred bushels of 
oats to the acre will be gathered in * 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, 
and some wheat will go AS HIGH AS 
FIFTY BUSHELS TO THE ACRE, 
though of course this is an unusual 

yield. 

Last spring It was widely advertised 
In American papers that Alberta's win- 
ter wheat crop was a failure. In fact, . 
this Is Alberta's banner year In grain 
production, as it is Saskatchewan's 
and Manitoba's, and from, figures al- 
ready in it is estimated that Alberta s 
wheat will yield on an average of THIR- 
TY-FIVE BUSHELS TO THE ACRE. . 
In many parts of tho province returns 
will show a yield of as high as FIFTY 
bushels to tho acre and it is freely 
predicted by many that when the of- 
ficial figures are In n yield of at least 
forty-five instead of thirty-five bushels 
to the acre will be shown. 

At the tlrao of my last Journey 
through the Canadian West, when my 
purpose was largely to secure statis- 
tical matter for book use, I solicited 
letters from American settlers In all 
parts of the three provinces, and most 
of these make most interesting read- 
ing. The letter was written by A. Kal- 
tenbrunner, whose postofflce address 
Ib Reglna, Saskatchewan. 

"A few years ago," he says, "I took 
up a homestead for myself and also 
one for my eon. The half section 
which wo own is between Rouleau and 
Drlnkwatcr, adjoining tho Moosojaw 
creek, and is a low, level and heavy 
land. LaBt year wo put In 100 acres ol 
wheat which went 25 bushels to the 
acre. Every bushel of It was *No. 1. 
That means the best wheat that can 
be raised on earth— worth 90 cents fl 
bushel at tho nearest clevatorB. Wc 
also threshed 9,000 bushels of Aral 
class oats out of 160 acres. Eighty 
acres was fall plowing AND YIELDED 
NINETY BUSHELS TO THE ACRE. 
We got 53 cents a husliel clear. All 
our grain was cut In the last week ol 
the month of August. Wo will make 
moro money out of our crops this yeai 
than last. For myseir, I feel com- 
pelled to say that Western Canada 
crops cannot be checked, even by un- 
usual conditions." 

An Itemized account shows a slngU 
year's earnings of this settler and hit 
son to be as follows: 
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2,500 bUBhelB of wheat at 90 cents 
a bushel $2,250 

9,000 bushels of oats at 53 cents 
a bushel • 4 » 770 

Total W 20 

It will bo seen by the above that 
this man's oat crop was worth twice 
as much as his wheat crop. While 
tho provinces of western Canada will 
for all time to come be the world's 
greatest wheat growing regions, oatB 
aro running the former grain a close 
race for supremacy. Tho soil and cli- 
matic conditions in Manitoba, Sas. 
katchowan and Alberta nro particular- 
ly favorable to tho production of oats, 
and this grain, like tho wheat, runB a 
far greater crop to the acre than In 
even tho best grain producing states 
of the union. Ninety bushels to the 
acre Is not an unusual yield, whole 
homesteads frequently running this 
average. And this Ib not tho only ad- 
vantage Western Canada oata have 
over those of the United States, for In 
weight they run between forty and 
fifty pounds to tho biiBhel, while No. 
1 wheat goes to sixty-two pounds to 
tho bushel. In fact, bo heavy Is 
Canadian grain of all klndB, and espe- 
cially the wheat, that throughout the 
weBt one will see cars with great, 
placards upon them, which road: 

"This car Is not to bo filled to ca- 
pacity with Alborta wheat" 

When I made my first trip through 
tho Canadian West a few years ago I 
found thousands of settlors living In 
rudo shacks, tent shelters nnd homes 
of logB and clay. Today ono will find 
these old "homos" scattered from 
Manitoba to the Rockies, but they aro 
no longer uBcd by human tenants. 
Modern homes have taken their place 
for It has come to bo a common say- 
ing in these great grain regions that, 
"The first year a aettler fs In the land 
bo earnB a living; the second he has 
money enough to build himBelf a mod- 
ern home and barns; the third he is 
Independent" And aB extreme as this 
statement may seom to those hun- 
dreds of thousands of American farm- 
ers who strive for a meager existence, 
it is absolutely true. I am an Ameri- 
can, as patriotic, I believe, as most of 
our people — but even at that I cannot 
but wish that these people, whoso 
llveB are such an endless and unhappy 
grind, might know of tho now life that 
Is awnltlng them in this last great 
west— this "land of greater hope," 
where tho farmer Is king, and whore 
tho wealth all rests in his hands. As 
ono American farmer Bald to mo, "It 
Is hard to pull up stakes and move a 
couple of thousand miles." And so it 
Is — or at least It appears to be. But 
in a month It. can be done. And 
tho first year, when the new settlor 
reaps a greater harvest than he has 
ever possessed before, ho will rlBe 
with 200,000 others of his people In 
Western Canada and thank tho gov- 
ernment that has given him, freo of 
cost, a now life, a new home, and now 
hopes— which has made of him, In 
fact, "A- man among men, a possessor 
of wealth among hlB people."

Is airy and youthful, hut. alas, not 
simple, nnd no one feature contributes 
more to Itt« elaboration than a panel. 
A panel am never be simple, and It 
— generally Involves trimming within 
Its borders and as an outline. 

In the up-to-date lingerie frock the 



generally It runs from the odgo of the 
deep yoke to the hem of the front 
gore, and then on tho sides and back 
smaller panels are Introduced. Even 
sleeves are paneled to match. . 

On some of tho finer frocks, like 
batiste, handkerchief linen, mull, etc., 
this panel is made entirely of hand- 
,run tucks, a most exacting operation 
for the home seamstress. Again fine 
or coarse lace insertion will alternate 
with horizontal tucking In groups; or, 
with batlBte tucking, a very open In- 
sertion suggesting Irish crochet pat- 
tern 1b Introduced. 

Again the panels may be of all- 
over emhroldery\ outlined by val In- 
sertion from a gown of while pique 
trimmed on fine plaitings of val, 
though the latter mean that the frock 
must be sent to the dry cleaner when 
soiled, which Is an Item. Insertion 
or lace ruffling is better than the knlfo 
plaiting of lace which Is ao charming 
when new, but bunchy and Inelegant 
If poorly laundered. 

In Bilk frocks the panels are out- 
lined by braid of rather, broad novelty 
patterns or with bios bands of the 
same fabric, piped with contrasting 
color. Often a panel of lace, dyed to 
match the silk. Is introduced, or with 
pongee silk of natural tone, an ecru 
lace 1b used. 

A very striking silk frock recently 
seen at Newport was of brilliant al- 
most grass-green silk, with a panel 
from yoke to hem of point do yenlso 
all-over picked out with heavy gold 
thread. The tucker worn above this 
panel was of extremely fine silk net 
ombrolderod In gold thread. Much 
braiding Is also seen on the silk 
panel, and the very latest fad la an 
applique of cloth on silk, outlined with 
Boutacho braid or embroidery. 

For cloth drosses, almost Invariably 
the panel effect Is secured by braiding 
with soutache or a combination of 
Routache with novelty braid.
